WASHINGTON, April 23.—(/)— 
The senate elections subcommittee on 
the Heflin-Bankhead contest tonight 
announced the first results of its re- 
count of ballots cast in the Alabama 
senatorial election last fall.

‘Heflin eventually will challenge all

the desert and put Arabia on the map. 

| After his work in rallying to the 
allied cause thousands of Arabs in

‘sought to reward him. 

It offered him money; he refused. 

It offered him high posts; he turned 
‘them down. 

In the same way he spurned deco- 
‘fations which, he said, would have 
“shut my mouth.” 

He said he would not take a thing

Dr. Henry Craig Fleming, who at- 
tended Mr. Donahue, tonight issued 
the following statement: 

“It having been brought to my at- 
tention by the public press that it is 
alleged that James P. Donahue com- 
mitted suicide by poison, I desire to 
state that I took charge of Mr. Dona- 
hue during his last illness and that 
he died from uremia, probably induced 
by poisoning, but that there is abso- 
lutely no evidence whatsoever that the 
poison was taken with suicidal in- 
tent.” 

In 1925 jewels worth $683,000 were 
stolen from Mrs. Donahue. 

The theft was effected under pe- 
culiar circumstances, At the time the 
Donahues were living at the Hotel 
Plaza. They were dressing for dinner 
in separate rooms and Mrs. Donahue 
had removed her jewels before going 
into her bath. 

During the ten minutes between the 
time she placed the jewels in a -cabi- 
net and her emergence from the Dath- 
room they were stolen. 

Subsequently the jewels were re- 
turned through Noel C, Scaffa, ar in- 
vestigator. Scaffa was tried twice on 
charges of confounding a felony, but 
was not convicted, 

Two children and Mrs. Donahue 
survive, The childrren are Woolworth, 
16. and James, 14. — 

Mr. Donahue was 44 years old.

Putting is left to the individual, 
that is true, but there are certain 
fundamentals to be followed which 
will build a well-founded stance and 
stroke for the successful putter. 

These stances vary according to 
the comfort of the player. 

A professional player will change 
his stance every once in a while so 
that he may get out of a putting 
slump, but he will always go. back 
to the style which has served him 
best. 

Horton Smith and Bobby Jones 
are considered the greatest putters 
in the game today, and their stances 
are more or less alike. 

Denny Shute putts a great deal 
like Smith, with the exception of his 
right foot, which is a trifle back of 
the left one. This affords him a 
steady and well-balanced footing, 

Some vears back this writer and 
Denny Shute played together a 
great deal. He has always had the 
same swing and the same stance on 
the green. 

I can see no change in Denny's 
style—that is, a very noticeable one 
—but he has developed the fine 
points and now his sole object is 
direction and accuracy. 

The average golfer should study 
the putting styles of the professional 
and adapt himself to one that will 
fit his purpose. But regardless of 
this adoption, first discover if it is 
well founded and not a freak stance.

Ruth, confined to a hospital for the 
first time since 1925, when he had 
a stomach ailment, is gradually becom- 
ing reconciled to such confinement. 
Mrs. Ruth has prevailed upon him to 
be philosophical. 

The physician, a specialist on bone 
structure, has advised Ruth to re- 
main in the hospital for five days 
more and then rest for several weeks. 
This plan meets with the approval of 
Joe McCarthy, manager of the New | 
York Yankees, who ordered the Babe 
to remain idle until he was positive | 
his injury was completely healed. 

McCarthy fears that the bruise may 
develop into a chronic “charley horse,” 
which would result in, gradual disable- 
ment. Several of the Yankees re- 
called that Ruth suffered a somewhat 
similar injury in Chicago several years 
ago and expressed the opinion that 
the old hurt was a contributory fac- 
tor in the severity of the present one.
